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auch bonds, upon the real and personal property of the city, village
or town, and apportion the same upon such years as may be deemed
expedient, and such levy shall be forthwith transmitted by the
recorder, secretary or town clerk to the county auditor of said coun-
ty, whose duty it shall be, year by year, to place upon the tax-roll
of each designated year, the proportion of such levy assigned
thereto, which tax shall be collected in like manner with other city,
village or town taxes, and the proceeds paid to the city, village or
town treasurer, to he by him applied in payment of the principal
and interest of the bonds issued by the city, village or town, but no
bonds shall be issued until first voted for as provided in section
three (3) of this act. Provided further, That nothing in this act con-
tained shall be so construed as1 to authorize or empower the city of
Bed Wing, in the county of Groodhue, to issue any bonds under
this act.

SEC. 5. This act shall take effect and be in (ovce from and after
its passage.

CHAPTER CL1V.

AN ACT TO REPEAL CHAPTER ONE HUNDRED AND EIGHT OF THE
SPECIAL LAWS OF ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTY-
EIGHT, ENTITLED AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSIONERS OF
FREEBORN COUNTY TO ISSUE BONDS TO AID IN THE CONSTRUCTION
OF RAILROADS.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. Chapter one hundred and eight of the special laws
of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, entitled "an act
to authorize the commissioners of Freeborn county to issue bonds to
aid in the construction of railroads,'' is hereby repealed.

SEC. 2. This act shall take eftcct and be in force from and alter
its passage.
